In the year 1929 there was 100,592 tons of coal consumed at the plant and in the year 1931 it had dropped

| if the plant was running at full capacity it would be consuming 300 tons a day instead of 70 tons per day as 
it is doing now. 

A greet deal has been said sbout the agreement being “cast iron bound” and wil! last until 1935, the finel 
year of its life. Quite true, No one has suggested that the agreement be terminated forthwith or even 
altered. But what has been seriously suggested is that the city and power company live up to the agreement 
and if they did that no serious-minded person would object, though the “demand charge” clause is a crue! 
one, and the power company would be well advised to have it altered or entirely deleted, A lot has been 
| said about the city buying its electrical energy cheaper from the company than it was able to produce the 
same at the plant. In Clause 14 of the agreement the rates for electrice! energy which the city must pay the 
company are stated as follows 

“For such part of its electric energy requirements as is delivered by the company, the city shall 

“pay to the company five-tenths (0.5c) of one cent per killowatt hour for the first twenty million 

“(20,000,000) kilowatt hours per ennum so delivered and four-tenths (04c) of one cent for all ex 

“cess, provided, however, that in determining the urnount of electric energy delivered by the com- 
| “pany there shall be deducted any electric energy re-delivered by the city to the company at 

“points on the city’s distribution system, et the city limts, as metered at these points, together with 

“an sllowance of three per pent (3%) for losses in transmission from the point of re-delivery.” 

So one can readily see that there is no mention made by Superintendent Cunningham in his report of 
sdding to those “cost figures” of the overhead operating charges which go on whether we produce our own 
energy or purchase the same from the Calgary Power Company. So summing up:

Village Overnight 


‘Minor Limitations of Ar- 
maments Now Ridiculous 
is Contention 


(From the National Council for Pre- 
vention of War Bulletin) 

The progress of communication 
and transportation has made the 
world into a village almost over- 
night through the medium of the 
telephone and the radio. Every- 
body now is “just across the street.” 
A village in which every street is 
fortified is an anachronism, and a 
silly one, utterly lacking in realism 
How our army and navy technicians 
at Geneva can look in the faces of 
the other technicians of other coun- 
tries and sclemnly discuss minor 
limitations of armaments without 
laughing it is difficult to compre- 
jhend. Navies today diminish rath-| 
er than increase world security. If 
they were all abolished at one 
stroke, the seas would become 
much safer for us all 

Equally true is with respect to 
armies and air forces. The unarm- 
ed border between the United 
States and Canada is the safest bor- 
der in the world, as everybody 
knows. The sooner the border be- 
tween France and Germany is mod- 
elled on it, the better for France as 
well as Germany! If New York and 
Philadelphia were armed “ade- 
| quately” with bombing planes 
| against each other, would there be 
eny reality in the security of either | 
city? Ne more than there is reality 
in the security of Paris against 
London or of London against Paris 

The complete abolition of military | 
and naval air forces would greatly 
add to the security of all nations. 
Whether national armies increase | 
the security of governments even 
against a popular uprising hes been
